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THREE NEW ALLEGANY COUNTY COVID-19 CASES INCLUDE A RESIDENT AT THE KENSINGTON 

CUMBERLAND, MD  –  Three new cases of COVID-19 have been identified in Allegany County, 
including two community members and a resident at The Kensington assisted living facility in 
Cumberland.  None of the new cases have required hospitalization.  The community cases 
involve a male in his teens and a male in his 70s.  This brings the cumulative total number of 
COVID-19 cases in the county to 184.  
 
To date, 3,194 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19.  2,845 tests were 
negative, 184 positive, and 165 results are still pending.  
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
